Tue Greville book is the sensation of the 
week. We learn that over a thousand copies of 
the English three-volume edition have already 
been sold in this country, the price being now 
reduced to $15. Messrs. Appleton issued on 
Tuesday the complete “ Greville Memoirs,” in 
two neat 12mo volumes, at $4.00; and Messrs. 
Scribner, who had understood there would be 
no other publication of them in this country, is- 
sued their pith, eliminating simply such parts 
as their capable editor, Mr. Stoddard, judged 
would be of no present or American interest, in 
the “ Bric-a-Brac” series, on Thursday, at $1.50. 
With this lively competition, the book is pretty 
sure to have a good run, and we rather suspect 
that the rival editions will help rather than hurt 
each other. The book is certainly one of the 
most fascinating lately placed on the market.

Porter & Coates have just ready a new trea-

The Book Fair. 


THE Committee on Book Fair have been in 
consultation through the week, and Mr. Leavitt 
has joined with them in proposing a Book Fair 
for the first week in March. The sickness and 
absence from the city of the member who has 
the records and documents prevents us giving 
full data and making extended editorial com- 
ments this week, but we hope to do so in our 
next issue. We may say that the plan includes 
the presence of principals of the leading houses 
at the trade salerooms at that date, with samples 
of stock, the extension of discounts for that 
period, and the obtaining of credits, if desired, 
on the trade sale basis, from the Messrs. Leavitt, 
who will act as a clearing house. No auction 
is to be held, and those represented are not to 
contribute to lot sales. We trust a subscription 
dinner of the trade may be arranged for the 
beginning or close of the sale. 


WE are asked by postal card “to favor those 
of the trade who don’t now understand with a 
plain statement of the why and wherefore of the 
same book (reprint) being announced by two or 
three different publishers at once.” This, we 
must confess, is a difficult demand to answer. 
Originally, by the custom of the trade, which 
held at that date almost as trade law, the first 
announcement in the Commercial Advertiser, 
then the leading business paper in New-York, 
of anintention to reprint, secured the right, such 
as it was, to the house so announcing. Latter- 
ly the custom has degenerated, in the absence 
of international law or any definite understand- 
ing at home, into a merely superstitious observ- 
ance. As the foreign literary weeklies come in, 
each publisher who is in the habit of republish- 
ing runs hastily over the news and advertising 
pages, clips out all titles that promise books he 
might possibly desire to reprint, and sends 
them all pell-mell, to be inserted in the Com- 
mercial, In this way, any book of importance 
is announced by nearly all the publishers, while, 
of the books announced, not one half are ever 
published at all on this side. In the case of 
desirable books, there is either a sharp rivalry, 
or the matter is quietly settled by correspond- 
ence. Ifa house has already published works 
by the author in question, that house is usually 
considered to have a presumptive right ; but 
this custom would scarcely hold in the case of 
a book of extra desirability. The “courtesy of 
the trade” floats “in a sea of doubts,” and 
the majority of reprints depend really upon 
prior arrangements with the English publisher 
or author, for advance sheets, by which rival 
houses are circumvented. 
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A WELL-KNOWN friend of the reform from 
Aurora, Ill., asks one or two questions for us 
to answer : First, whether postage is to be added 
to the 20 per cent allowed professional and 
large buyers. So far as we have investigated, 
we find that when a buyer is allowed discount, 
he is charged for postage, which strikes us as. 
quite right. Secondly, whether a teacher is to 
be allowed the discount on any but school- 
books ; to which we reply that teachers are 
mentioned as among the privileged classes as 
to books generally. Our correspondent adds a 
well-grounded complaint, to which we call 
attention: “I find a great many. people who 
have a friend who ‘clerks’ in some wholesale 
house, and he will not buy to-day as he is going 
to the city soon, and he has a friend who will 
let him have it at wholesale price.” This 
should not be. 


WE hear from a Western city a complaint 
of a leading house that the large library there 
obtains from a third to 40 off, from well-known 
undersellers in this city, and that they have lost 
this custom under the 20 per cent rule. This 
is not an isolated case, for these undersellers 
had already directed much library custom pre- 
vious to the initiation of the reform movement, 
selling at a margin at which no local bookseller 
can make a profit. The reform, indeed, is the 
only promise of a redress for this grievance> 
and we trust the Central Association will 
promptly consider this matter at its next meet- 
ing, and suggest the necessary remedy. 


WE hope to give full particulars as to the 
situation in Philadelphia, in our next or an 
early number. 


Mr. SARGENT, the chairman of the commit- 
tee of five appointed at the meeting of the book 
trade in Boston last November, has called upon 
the committee to meet, with reference to the 
business entrusted to them—that of drafting 
the constitution of an association for New- 
England to act as an auxiliary to the Ameri- 
can Book Trade Association. 


WE are sorry and glad to announce that Mr. 
Horace E. Scudder retires from the firm of H. 
O. Houghton & Co., Boston and Cambridge, 
Mass., and Hurd & Houghton, New-York, and 
his interest ceases from and after January Ist, 
1875. Sorry because the book trade in general 
and the Houghton firm in particular loses one 
of its best men, and glad because we under- 
stand that Mr. Scudder retires to devote himself 
to literature, which has known too little of him 
since he has been absorbed by business. His 
charming work forchildren will soon, we hope, 
be continued, and broaden out into as - 
ing work for bigger people also.

A Suggestion for a New Business. 


Jan. 4, 1875. 
Editor Publishers’ Weekly: 


Dear Str: You may smile at the question, 
but I want to know if there is any such business 
in New-York as that of packer of small parcels 
for shipment. I have for years been in the hab- 
it of ordering my parcels to be sent into an 
obliging house in the trade where they are boxed 
and forwarded. ‘his is done gratuitously, and 
must be considered a first-class nuisance by the 
accommodating house—certainly by the pack- 
er of the house, if not by the gentlemen of the 
office. Besides this, there is no responsibility 
assumed, of course, and parcels sometimes go 
astray, and often fail to come forward as prompt- 
ly as they should. A case in point is just 
at hand. I ordered a considerable bill of 
New Year's cards in November. They were 
invoiced Dec. gth, and sent in to be packed, 
but I presume the package was overlooked. 
At any rate they reached me Jan. 2d, and my 
loss is enough to pay a regular packer for sev- 
eral months’ packing. 

I have often asked to be directed to a parcels 
packer, but have always been told there was 
none. “Send in your parcels here, and we will 
attend to them for you,” is the usual reply, 
and of course that is an accommodation. But 
[ would like to make this a matter of business; 
so I ask for a parcels packing house, if there is 
one, and if there is not, I suggest there be such, 
and that the trade in and out of the city give it 
their support.

Valentines for the Virtuous and Vicious. 


THE coming month brings the anniversary 
of St. Valentine’s Day, and now elaborate pre- 
parations are making for its celebration. It 
has been the custom of late years to look upon 
this anniversary as an absurdity that belonged 
to days long past, and beneath the considera- 
tion of the people of the practical present; but 
it is simply this opinion that is absurd, for it is 
conclusively shown that, instead of decreasing, 
the demand for valentines increases each year. 
It is quite possible that of late years valentines 
have lost somewhat of their original meaning, 
for the printed and manufactured things of to- 
day do but poorly represent the love-missives 
of former generations. However, the ability 
to make valentines does not belong to every- 
body, and therefore it may be taken that manu- 
factured valentines serve a purpose of their 
own, and that their very use proves that the 
custom of using them, though ancient, is not 
obsolete, 
_ The greatest innovation that has been made 
- this ancient custom, is the introduction of 
van i valentine known as “ comics,” 
des 5 a. done more to pervert the original 
th nd bring the whole custom into disrepute 

an any other circumstance. These “comics” 
are funny, and if used in a d-natured 


manner they are not particularly objection. 
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able, but they are too often used to gratify the 
meanest kind of spite, and in this way they 
encourage anger rather than love or even affec- 
tion. It is a sad’ commentary upon human 
nature, however, when we state that the chief 
business in valentines of late years has been in 
“‘comics,” not in reference to cost, but rather 
quantity. This would almost prove that most 
of those who desire to send valentines, prefer 
to anger the recipients rather than to please 
them. Even the best of these “‘ comics” are vile, 
and they bear upon their face the intention to 
aggravate. It is safe to say that ifthese peculiar 
productions were eliminated, the trade would 
prosper, and the custom would meet with 
general approbation. It is a fact, however, that 
“comics” are liked, and as long as they are 
purchased they will be made; the only relief, 
therefore, must be found ina healthier public 
opinion, which will denounce “ comics” as an 
insulting innovation, and thus pave the way to 
their final abolition. 

After “comics” come the “ sentimental,” 
which are now made to suit every possible 
phase of a love affair. Even the affection of 
infants for their reputed parents is recognized, 
and valentines may be had to illustrate their 
feelings. The boy who fancies his school-girl 
companion can find a “ sentimental ” to suit his 
peculiar case, and the girl who sighs for him 
can obtain from the general assortment some- 
thing that will delicately express her feelings. 
From babies we come to school-boys, and from 
them to the youths of both sexes, and these be- 
ing the “spooniest” of all the human species, 
their particular wants are looked after in a 
manner that defies description. The lady may be 
halt, lame, or blind, but it matters not, for the 
kind manufacturer has evolved from his inner 
consciousness verses that will suit her peculiar 
requirements, and her blinded admirer can ad- 
dress her very imperfections with words of 
praise. If the girl is blind, he can ventilate his 
idea of what her eyes might be in case she had 
any ; or if she is deaf, he can tell her of all the 
sweet things she might hear in case she could. 
If she is both deaf and blind, he can obtain 
verses deprecating her imperfections, and call- 
ing her attention to her ability to walk and 
talk, which latter might be an objection, but 
then it is better than nothing. 

After the “ youths” come the “ sentimentals,” 
to suit a maturer love, and these are simply 
gorgeous. Lace-paper colored with silver and 
gold, diminutive cupids of both sexes, girls 
with short skirts, and remarkably brief cos- 
tumes in other respects, enter into their com- 
position, and such is the ability displayed in 
the combination, that they will suit every 
characteristic of the parties at interest, and 
bring the most hopeless case to a successful 
issue. 

These mature “sentimentals” are again su- 
perseded by valentines designed to afford con- 
solation in desperate cases. They cost fifty 
dollars, but they are warranted “ to fetch” her, 
and if they accomplish this they are cheap. 
These “desperate sentimentals” are made al- 
most exclusively by Mr. A. J. Fisher, and far 
from being the ordinary flimsy thing to which 
we are all accustomed, they are elegantly 
framed, and can be placed upon a wall as a 
picture, and then the recipient can gaze upon it 
from day to day and make up her mind as to 
what she shall do about it. 
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It will of course be readily imagined that the 
sale of these “desperate sentimentals” is to a 
certain extent limited. But few of them are 
sold, and it may be stated that their chief de- 
sign isto take prizes at industrial exhibitions. 
They are efficacious, however ; for the only one 
of the kind sold last year was purchased by a 
prominent criminal lawyer in this city. His 
marriage took place within two weeks. 

These are all the styles now offered, and they 
all find purchasers. The chief manufacturers 
are Mr. A. J. Fisher, Nassau street, and 
McLoughlin Bros., Duane street. Between 
them these two firms have printed about 
6,000,000. “ comics,” and a quantity of “ senti- 
mentals” that defy computation. It is said the 
custom of sending valentines is dying out, but 
the fallacy of this is readily exposed when we 
state that there is about $500,000 invested in the 
business. In this city there are only {wo manu- 
facturers, A. J. Fisher and McLoughlin Bros., 
and between them they supply the entire trade. 
An advertisement of the former will be found 
in this number. 

The trade is at best peculiar, as it'draws to 
itself many outside interests. First comes the 
lace-paper, which is the foundation of all valen- 
tines, and this is imported entirely from Ger- 
many. Next come the ornaments, the cupids, 
females and flowers, which convey the desired 
sentiment, and these are made both at home 
and abroad. These various materials being 
obtained, the manufacturer places them in the 
hands of numerous girls, who work for about 
seven dollars a week, and they put them toge- 
ther and make valentines. The value of the 
article then depends upon the taste shown in 
its composition, or, in other words, the proper 
distribution of males, females, portraits, cupids, 
flowers, pastorals, etc., upon gold and silver 
backgrounds. 

Besides these city firms there is a manufactur- 
er in Cleveland, Ohio, and two others in Massa- 
chusetts, but these parties purchase their ma- 
terials from New-York, and simply supply a 
local retail trade upon consignment. If:the 
dealers do not sell their goods, the manufac- 
turers take them back, and offer them again the 
following year. 

Special mention must be made of a new 
line, manufactured by McLoughlin Brothers. 
They consist of “shell boxes,” and “ shell 
cottages,” and are made of paste-board and 
covered entirely with “real pearl shells.” The 


“Cottage Boxes” are unique, and are war- | 


ranted to settle the most wavering love cases. 
They will bring the most obdurate lovers to 
a proper state of mind. Words fail us when 
we attempt to describe one. Imagine a 
a neat little red-brick cottage, with dear little 
windows, with three little flower-pots in each. 
A double row of “real pearl shells” encircle 
the base of the house, and a splendid imitation 
of a flight of stairs leads up to the door. The 
roof is a mass of “real pearl shells,” and has a 
dormer window inscribed “ Byron Cottage ”"— 
suggestive and appropriate. This roof lifts off, 
and we look in, Asmodeus-like, and behold the 
secrets of this charming little nest. Deep down, 
like truth at the bottom of her well, is “my 
joy,” a pretty little blonde with flowing hair, 
above whose head a nondescript bird soars 
heavenward, A wreath of forget-me-not, and 
home doves and loves form a frame to the pic- 
ture, Could a more suggestive and artistic 
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gift be selected for Valentine’s day? These 


boxes retail for $9, $12, $15, $36, $54, and $60 
per dozen.

The theory of the book can be briefly stated ; it ts, that American history
